4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon searching a 
variety of databases, the examiner respectfully submits that -examining said first web page for a 
link to a second web page identified by a second URL; comparing said second URL with said set 
of URLs stored in the memory; and making on the first web page said Unk to said second web 
page identified by said second URL when said second URL matches a URL in said set of URLs 
stored in said memory— and in conjunction with all other limitations of the dependent and 
independent claims, are not taught nor suggested by the prior art of record (PTO-1449 and 892,). 
Therefore, all pending claims 1-9 and 13-15 is hereby allowed.
